The  initials  NM  for  Nick  Myscbuk  and  RA 
for  Robert  Ayotte  are  above  the  ground  on 
either  side  of  the  tree.  Myschuk  of  Wild¬ 
wood  designed  the  obverse  and  reverse. 
Since  1965  he  has  designed  12  medals,  24 
trade  dollars  and  four  tokens.  Ayotte  is  with 
Pressed  Metal  Products  in  Vancouver,  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia.  He  did  the  final  art  work. 

The  reverse  shows  an  elk  standing  right 
facing  the  viewer  with  a  pine  tree  on  either 
side  and  the  Rocky  Mountains  in  the  back¬ 
ground  SPONSORED  BY  BENEVOLENT  & 
PROTECTIVE  ORDER  OF  ELKS  WILD¬ 
WOOD  LODGE  #411  WILDWOOD  ALBER¬ 
TA  CANADA  is  around  the  outer  rim. 

Pressed  Metal  Products  struck  the  38-mil¬ 
limeter  diameter  issue.  Mintages  are  500 
pieces  In  copper,  brass  and  nickel-silver 
each;  125  pieces  in  gold-plated  copper;  50 
pieces  in  antiqued  copper;  50  pieces  in  an¬ 


tiqued  silver-plated  copper;  25  1-ounce,  .999 
fine  silver  pieces;  and  five  2-ounce,  .999  fine 
silver  pieces. 

The  2-ounce  pieces  are  double  thickness 
pieforts  All  silver  pieces  are  numbered  on 
the  edge.  Specimens  in  copper,  brass  and 
nickel-silver  have  frosted  surface  devices 
against  a  brilliant  mirror-like  background. 

Copper  tokens,  nickel-silver  and  brass  . 
trade  tokens  are  available  at  $2.50  (about 
$2.10  U.S.)  each;  gold-plated  examples  at 
$5.95  (about  $5)  each;  antiqued  copper  and 
antiqued  silver-plated  copper  at  $3  each  A 
(about  $2.50)  and  silver  1-ounce  at  $31 
(about  $26)  each.  Orders  should  be  sent  to 
Wildwood  Elks  Lodge  411,  P.0  Box  22, 
Wildwood,  Alberta  TOE  2M0,  Canada.

Mardi  Gras  Doubloons 


H  Alvin  Sharpe  bid  adieu  to  numis¬ 
matics  on  October  22,  1982  But  before 
passing  away,  he  established  himself  as 
a  Mardi  Gras  legend 

For  those  unfamiliar  with  the  Mardi 
Gras  carnival,  it  is  loosely  translated  as 
"farewell  to  flesh."  Mardi  Gras  grips 
New  Orleans  and,  to  a  lesser  degree, 
other  cities  m  the  United  States  and  for¬ 
eign  countries,  from  the  twelfth  night 
after  Christmas  (Epiphany,  January  6| 
until  the  day  before  Ash  Wednesday. 

Mardi  Gras  (French  for  "fat  Tuesday") 
is  a  single  day  of  feasting  and  partying 
before  the  beginning  of  Lent  and  its  ac¬ 
companying  personal  sacrifices.  The 
celebration,  which  can  occur  on  any 
Tuesday  from  February  3  until  March 
9,  falls  47  days  before  Easter,  which  is 
the  first  Sunday  after  the  full  moon 
following  the  spring  equinox. 

Mardi  Gras  is  many  things  to  many 
people.  For  some,  it  is  night  after  night 
of  revelry;  for  others  it's  a  kid's  glee  at 
watching  parades  comparable  to  Macy's 
best.  To  the  New  Orleans  tourist  indus¬ 
try,  Mardi  Gras  means  $100  million  or 
more,  for  nearly  1  million  people  crowd 
parade  routes  on  Mardi  Gras  day  alone.

"Mardi  Gras  balls,"  "king  cakes," 
"carriers  of  flambeaux,"  "krewes"  and 
"throws"  are  all  buzz  words  associated 
with  this  gala  time  of  the  year.  For 
those  involved  in  numismatics,  the 
"throws"  are  most  interesting.  Many 
items  are  tossed  from  parade  floats  by 
the  various  krewes  (carnival  parade  or¬ 
ganizations),  from  cups,  panties  and 
beads  to  hats,  fnsbees  and  coconuts.  But 
no  airborne  item  has  evoked  more  ex¬ 
citement  than  Alvin  Sharpe's  Mardi 
Gras  doubloons. 

Although  many  krewes  have  distrib¬ 
uted  Mardi  Gras  medals  at  one  time  or 
another  since  1857,  medals  were  not 
adopted  as  throws  until  the  Krewe  of 
Rex,  "King  of  Carnival,"  used  them  in 
the  1960  parade.  In  mid-1959  Alvin 
Sharpe  approached  the  captain  of  the 
Krewe  of  Rex  with  an  idea  that  he  said 
he  borrowed  from  ancient  Roman  fes¬ 
tivals  and  other  traditions  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  South  The  throwing  of  beads, 
baubles  and  small  items  of  food  was  a 
tradition  for  both  early  explorers -and 
paraders,  who  sought  to  appease  and 
befriend  the  recipients  of  their  favors. 

Sharpe  suggested  throwing  alumi¬ 
num  medals  to  the  crowd  The  krewe 
captain  was  skeptical  at  first,  comment¬ 
ing  that  Roman  dignitaries  could  throw 
medals  or  manhole  covers  with  impuni¬ 
ty,  but  any  injury  sustained  from  Mar¬ 
di  Gras  throws  might  present  legal  prob¬ 
lems  for  his  organization. 

In  response,  Sharpe  proceeded  to  pelt 
the  krewe  captain  with  light,  15-gauge 
aluminum  discs  to  prove  their  safety. 
The  krewe  captain  was  a  man  of  vision, 
and  his  acceptance  of  Sharpe's  idea 
started  a  tradition  that  in  a  few  years 
saw  almost  every  krewe  throwing  its 
own  doubloons.  Doubloon-swapping 
meetings  became  routine,  and  major 
department  stores  soon  offered  albums 
and  duplicates  for  sale. 

Sharpe's  first  doubloons  were  un¬ 
dated  because  the  captain  was  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  initial  acceptance  of 
the  innovative  throw.  The  concern 
proved  unfounded,  and  the  doubloons 
were  the  hit  of  the  1960  season.  Soon,

revelers  learned  techniques  tor  suc¬ 
cessfully  catching  the  tokens.  Because 
they  are  light  objects,  the  discs  readily 
sail  when  thrown,  and  those  reaching 
to  pick  up  doubloons  soon  learned  the  j 
danger  of  "stompers." 

Stepping  on  doubloons  seems  to  be 
inbred  in  young  and  old  alike.  Old  la¬ 
dies  have  kicked  my  hand  to  get  at 
these  practically  worthless  pieces  of 
aluminum.  Despite  my  numismatic  up¬ 
bringing,  I,  too,  have  seen  the  light  and, 
yes,  am  now  a  stomper.  It  always 
amazes  me  that,  for  a  handful  of  these 
doubloons,  float  nders'  shouts  of  “show 
us  your  [chest]''  bring  immediate  af¬ 
firmative  responses  from  males  and 
females  alike,  who  otherwise  wouldn't 
expose  themselves  in  public  for  a  hand¬ 
ful  of  $100  bills. 

Since  1960,  when  Sharpe  produced 
80,000  aluminum  and  3,000  gold  ano¬ 
dized  doubloons,  chanters  of  "hey 
mister,  throw  me  something"  have  re¬ 
ceived  aluminum  doubloons  of  various 

,  colors,  including  pink,  purple,  blue  and 
green.  In  fact,  I  estimate  that  more  than 
10,000  different  doubloon  types  have 
been  thrown  and  that  some  200  million 
remain  at  large. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  that  Sharpe's 
creation  was  not  really  the  first  Mardi 
Gras  doubloon.  Medals  for  the  Krewe 
of  Rex  were  struck  as  early  as  1884,  for 
distribution  but  not  throwing.  In  1956 
quarter-dollar-size  cardboard  discs  bear¬ 
ing  the  insignia  of  an  Air  Force  associa¬ 
tion  were  thrown  from  a  float,  but 
Sharpe's  doubloons  were  the  first  metal 
discs  routinely  tossed  by  a  Mardi  Gras 
krewe.  Precious-metal  doubloons  bear¬ 
ing  the  same  design  as  their  aluminum 
counterparts  also  have  been  presented 
to  certain  krewe  members. 

Finally,  as  numismatists  you're  prob¬ 
ably  thinking  that  "doubloon"  is  not 
the  correct  term  for  Sharpe's  creation. 

A  doubloon  is  usually  defined  by  nu¬ 
mismatists  as  an  old  gold  com  from 
Spain  or  its  provinces.  But  don't  argue 
this  point  with  a  New  Orleanian;  he  or 
she  would  most  likely  "stomp"  you 
before  acknowledging  your  point. 
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Thanks  are  due  Ray  Vacarro,  one  ot 
New  Orleans'  leading  Mardi  Gras  dou¬ 
bloon  dealers,  for  providing  the  facts 
contained  herein  and  also  for  noting 
sales  records  of  more  than  $2,000  each 
for  Rex  silver  doubloons  and  $1,000  for 
alummum  pieces.  Early  pieces  of  other 
krewes  can  sell  for  $100  to  $500.

WHO  MINTED  THIS  BAR???? 
UNCATALOGUED  BAR.

On  page  8  of  the  Bugle.  Nancy  Yee  asked  about  an  uncatalogued  Crabtree  t^r.  After 
taking  a  look  at  the  picture  things  began  to  click.  I  do  not  contend  that  what  1  have  to 
say  answers  her  questions,  but  there  are  many  similarities. 


In  a  brochure  dated  December  1983.  Boyd  Crabtree  put  out  a  pitch  to  subscribe  to  the 
"Crabtree  Silver  Newsletter".  As  a  preface  to  his  offering,  he  offered  many  quotes  where 
the  Government  would  recall  all  paper  money  in  1985  and  replace  it  with  a  new  type  currency, 
I  am  sure  all  of  us  have  heard  this  before.  His  contention  was  that  the  Government  would 
force  the  redemption  of  all  currency  at  a  ratio  different  than  1  to  1 .  By  doing  this,  you 
were  forced  to  convert  or  lose  out  entirely.  By  forcing  this  conversion  on  all  "liquid" 
assets,  bank  accounts,  IRA's,  savings,  etc.  Uncle  Sam  now  knew  what  each  person  was  worth. 
According  to  the  pitch,  the  best  way  was  to  buy  Silver,  Gold  and  Platinum  which  would  then 
be  undetectable.  ---  Along  with  this  pitch  was  theory  that  silver  would  soon  rise  to  the 
$50  and  more  price  range. 


After  the  preface  came  the  pitch  to  subscribe  to  the  Crabtree  Silver  Newsletter. 
Membership  was  to  be  $198  per  year  with  you  getting  a  rebate  of  $21+  dollars  for  every 
new  subscriber  you  bring  in.  If  this  new  subscriber  got  other  new  members,  both  he  and  you 
would  get  the  $21+  rebate.  So  on  and  so  on,  until  you  could  get  thousands  of  dollars  in 
rebates  if  everyone  was  a  good  salesman.  I  will  not  say  that  this  was  some  sort  of  a  Pyramid 
Scheme,  but  I  have  my  suspicions. 


This  was  only  one  of  seven  benefits  you  would  receive  by  subscribing.  Other  benefits 
included  a  monthly  report  on  the  Silver  market.  Handy  &  Harmon  prices  for  the  month,  Silver 
Buyers  Permit,  Monthly  Coupon  to  buy  one  minted  piece  at  Spot  Price,  and  A  Fun  Benefit  for 
All  Subscribers  (created  and  minted  especially  for  you). 

Of  interest  is  the  benefit  where  a  specially  minted  piece  would  be  created  from  tune 
to  time  for  the  subscriber.  There  is  no  mention  of  the  amount  of  these  special  pieces  a 
subscriber  can  buy.  However,  there  is  another  benefit  called  the  "Below  Wholesale  Buyers 
Permit"  that  allows  a  member  to  buy  50  ounces  of  silver  per  month  at  $1.50  over  Spot  and  an 
additional  500  ounces  at  $2  over  Spot. 

Now  for  the  big  question.  -  No  where  did  1  find  a  limitation  on  the  number  of  the 
Special  Pieces  a  member  could  buy.  I  would  tend  to  think  that  the  Wholesaler  Buyers  Permit 
would  allow  a  member  to  buy  at  least  550  if  he  so  desired. 


1  have  enclosed  pictures  of  a  couple  of  pieces  issued  after  the  brochure  was  released. 
Note  that  the  heart  shaped  Crabtree  Silver  Newsletter  bears  the  Especially  for  You  reverse  of 
AMC.  The  two  ounce  round  was  issued  at  $50  dollars  with  the  promise  to  repurchase  at  $100 
anytime  after  December  25,  1986.  Take  note  that  this  round  bears  the  American  Pacific  Mint 
balance  scale  reverse. 


Throughout  the  whole  pitch  to  subscribe  to  the  newsletter  (and  preface)  there  was  a 
constant  mention  of  silver  moving  into  the  $50  and  even  into  the  $100  range  for  an  ounce.  1 
am  sure  this  was  the  basis  on  the  issuance  of  the  50  &  100  dollar  pieces  even  though  the 
redemption  is  far,  far  different.  ---  One  piece  definately  sets  a  $100  dollar  value  after 
Dec. 25,  1986.  The  other  simply  states  that  the  bar  would  be  redeemed  at  Spot  Price,  and  if 
Spot  Price  was  $50,  it  would  be  redeemed  at  $50. 


Hope  that  this  bit  of  writing  doesn't  confuse  the  issue  too  much.  If  you  want  a  copy 

let  me  know,  and  I  will  sent  it.  -  Funny  thing,  have  never  heard  anything  more  after  the 

original  kick-off.

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Medals  of  the  United  States  Mint 


The  use  of  national  medals  by  the  United 
States  Government  began  as  early  as  the 
Revolutionary  War.  when  medals  were  auth¬ 
orized  to  be  made  and  presented  to  outstand¬ 
ing  military  heroes.  These  medals  were  made 
at  the  French  Mint,  principally  under  the 
direction  ofThomas  Jefferson,  then  the  first 
United  States  Ambassador  to  the  Court  of 
France. 

A  little  over  a  century  ago  the  Mint  began 
to  gather  together,  from  various  sources, 
the  dies  which  were  used  to  strike  the  med¬ 
als  which  had  been  authorized  by  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States  Congress.  Bronze  copies  of  these 
medals  were  made  available  to  the  public, 
starting  in  the  1860's. 


Also  available  are  Historic  Buildings  oi 
the  United  States  such  as  Official  Opening 
of  the  United  States  Mint  at  Philadelphia 
August  14. 1969:  White  House  Medal.  United

Many  of  the  medaJs  which  an*  now  includ 
«1  in  the  U.S.  Mint's  presidential  series  were 
made  originally  lor  presentation  of  Ameri 
can  Indian  chiefs  and  warriors.  The  Spanish, 
the  French,  and  the  British  had  presented 
medals  to  the  Indians,  and  the  British  espe 
dally  had  produced  large  and  magnificent 
silver  medals,  each  bearing  the  likeness  of 
the  reigning  monarch  on  one  side  and  his 
coat  of  arms  on  the  other.  The  British  rned 
tils  were  solid  silver,  impressed  in  clear  relief, 
and  were  given  to  the  Indian  chiefs  as  marks 
of  friendship  and  special  recognition.  They 
were  highly  prized  bv  the  Indians,  who  not 
only  delighted  in  the  decorative  aspects  of 
the  medals  but  who  also  esteemed  the  hon 
or  that  was  signified  by  possession  of  a 
medal  bearing  the  likeness  of  the  Great  White 
Father. 

When  the  United  States  replaced  the  Brit 
ish  in  dealing  with  the  Indians,  the  new 
government  found  that  it  was  necessary  to 
continue  the  practice  of  presenting  medals 
if  it  hoped  to  have  peaceful  relations  with 
the  tribes  and  influence  with  the  chiefs. 
The  Federal  Government,  then,  began  the 
production  of  Indian  peace  medals,  which 
became  a  settled  and  extremely  important 
part  of  American  Indian  policy. 

Medals  were  given  to  Indian  chiefs  on 
important  occasions,  such  as  the  signing  of 
a  treaty,  a  visit  of  important  Indians  to  the 
national  capital,  ora  tour  of  the  Indian  coun 
try  by  some  Federal  official.  The  Indians 
expected  to  receive  medals,  and  it  was  impos¬ 
sible  to  conduct  Indian  affairs  without  the 
use  of  them. 

Thomas  L.  McKenney.  head  of  the  Office 
of  Indian  Affairs  in  1829  wrote  "So  impor¬ 
tant  is  its  continuance  esteemed  to  be.  that 
without  medals,  any  plan  of  operations 
among  the  Indians,  be  it  what  it  may.  is 
essentially  enfeebled.  This  comes  of  the  high 
value  which  the  Indians  set  upon  these 
tokens  of  Friendship.  They  are  besides  this 
indication  of  the  Government  Friendship, 
badges  of  power  to  them,  and  trophies  of 
renown.  They  will  not  consent  to  part  from 
this  ancient  right,  as  they  esteem  it:  and 
according  to  the  value  they  set  upon  medals 
Is  the  importance  to  the  Government  in 
having  them  to  bestow." 

The  U.S.  Government  took  great  pains  to 
produce  medals  for  the  Indians  of  real  art  is 
tic  merit.  This  cultural  concern  is  surpris¬ 
ing  in  a  young  nation  trying  to  establish 
Itself  in  a  troubled  world.  Yet  the  medals 
which  were  made  in  the  early  years  of  the 
Nation's  existence  are  collectors'  items,  not 
only  because  of  the  history  associated  with 
them,  but  also  because  of  their  artistic  value. 
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The  medals  given  to  the  Indians  were  sup¬ 
posed  to  ftear  the  likeness  of  the  President 
currently  in  office,  and  the  medals  can  be 
traced  administration  by  administration.

ERRONEOUS  VERSIONS  of  bronze  and  silver  medals  minted  for  the  150th  anniver¬ 
sary  of  Roanoke,  Va  ,  created  a  stir  when  discovered  by  collectors.  The  medals, 
containing  a  misspelling  of  the  word  BEAUTIFUL,  quickly  sold  out.  Corrected  ver¬ 
sions  of  the  medal  are  still  available  from  members  of  the  sesquicentennial  commit¬ 
tee 


Misspelling  creates  two 
varieties  of  Va.  medal 


If  beauty  is  in  the  eye  of  the  beholder, 
then  "beautitul"  becomes  beautiful  when 
beheld  by  collectors  of  certain  anniversary 
medals. 

The  centennial  medals  in  question  are 
those  of  the  Roanoke  County,  Va.,  sesqui¬ 
centennial  committee,  on  which  the  word 
"beautiful"  Is  misspelled  as  "beautitul.” 
Once  the  gaffe  was  discovered  —  after 
about  300  medals  had  reached  the  public  — 
the  remaining  800  medals  nearly  sold  out, 
according  to  committee  spokeswoman  Caro¬ 
lyn  Wagner. 

Wagner  said  she  thought  many  people 
were  calling  to  try  to  get  the  erroneous  spec¬ 
imens,  but  when  they  learned  they  couldn't 


get  those,  they  wanted  the  correct  versions. 
Wagner  said  the  committee  has  received 
calls  about  the  medals  from  as  far  away  as 
California. 

The  first  batch  quickly  sold  out  and  the 
committee  ordered  1,150  corrected  versions 
of  the  medals,  which  have  been  selling  well, 
according  to  Wagner. 

There  were  two  kinds  of  the  erroneous 
medals  minted:  a  silver,  of  which  100  were 
made;  and  a  bronze,  of  which  there  were 
1,000.  The  sesquicentennial  committee  reor¬ 
dered  1,000  bronze  medals,  which  sell  for

TNA  offers  convention 
medal  for  El  Paso  show 


The  Texas  Numismatic  Association  is  of¬ 
fering  its  1989  convention  medal  commemo¬ 
rating  the  31st  TNA  convention  to  be  held 
April  28-30  in  El  Paso. 

According  to  TNA  Medals  Officer  Frank 
Galindo,  the  theme  of  the  1989  medal  is 
"Texas  Heritage." 

“To  symbolize  our  roots,  the  three  domi¬ 
nant  groups  of  early  Texans  are  depicted  on 
the  obverse  of  the  medal.  These  early  Tex¬ 
ans  settled,  nurtured  and  tamed  so  much  of 
Texas.  The  three  early  groups  worked  dili¬ 
gently,  each  in  its  own  way,  to  form  and  cul¬ 
tivate  a  land  of  opportunity  for  all  settlers,” 
Galindo  said. 

The  obverse  of  the  medal  depicts  an  Indi¬ 
an,  a  Spaniard  and  a  Texas  cowboy.  In  the 
background,  mountains  stand  as  silent  sen¬ 
tinels  watching  over  El  Paso.  At  the  top 
above  the  three  men  is  the  inscription  EL 
PASO  DEL  NORTE  and  at  the  bottom  TEX¬ 
AS  HERITAGE.  The  reverse  of  the  medal 
features  the  TNA  logo  with  an  outline  of  the 
state  of  Texas. 

The  1989  TNA  convention  medal  sets  in¬ 
clude  a  39-mlllimeter,  .999  fine,  serially 
numbered  silver  medal  and  a  39-millimeter 
bronze  medal  in  an  engraved  hard  plastic 
bolder  and  are  priced  at  $30  each  plus  $2.25
